premier 
resigns 

PARIS  (AP)  The 
government  of  French  Premier 
Pierre  Messmer  resigned 
Wednesday  after  months  of 
increasing  economic  problems 
and  complaints  that  he  was 
not  responding  to  the  nation’s 
needs. 

A  new  premier  was  to  be 
named  quickly,  perhaps  today, 
according  to  Information 
Minister  Jean  Philippe  Lecat. 
Finance  Minister  Valery 
Giscard  d’Estaing  was 
regarded  as  a  possible 
replacement. 

Messmer’s  Cabinet  had  been 
in  office  since  July  1972, 
when  he  took  over  from 
Premier  Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas,  who  had  been 
fired  by  President  Georges 
Pompidou. 

Giscard  d’Estaing,  48,  is  the 
leader  of  the  Independent 
Republican  party,  a  partner  of 
the  Gaullists  in  the  National 
Assembly  majority. 

The  state  radio  also 
mentioned  Foreign  Minister 
Michel  Jobert  and  Equipment 
Minister  Olivier  Guichard, 
both  loyal  Guallists,  as 
possible  replacements. 

Pompidou  accepted  the 
Messmer  government’s 
resignation  at  a  Cabinet 
meeting. 

Messmer  has  come  under 
wide  attack  for  lackluster 
leadership  and  failure  to 
inspire  confidence  among 
ordinary  Frenchmen.  Under 
the  Fifth  Republic 
constitution  worked  out  under 
former  President  Charles  de 
Gaulle,  Pompidou  holds  most 
real  power  in  running  France 
and  can  hire  and  fire  premiers 
at  will  as  long  as  he  has  a 
parliamentary  majority  behind 
him. 

It  was  therefore  unclear 
whether  the  change  in 
government  signaled  any 
important  changes  in  French 
policy. 


JERUSALEM  (AP)  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  came  to  Israel  Wednesday  carrying  a  list  of 
Israeli  war  prisoners  held  in  Syria,  a  major 
break-through  in  his  efforts  to  get  a  disengagement 
pact  for  the  Golan  Heights. 

“The  list  of  prisoners  is  in  Israeli  hands  and  is  being 
deciphered,”  said  Prof.  Zvi  Eyal,  chairman  of  a  group 
representing  families  of  the  Israeli  prisoners. 

The  White  House  announced  in  Washington  that 
Syria  had  turned  over  the  list,  bearing  the  names  of 
65  Israelis,  during  talks  between  Kissinger  and  Syrian 
leaders  in  Damascus. 

The  announcement  also  said  the  International  Red 
Cross  would  be  permitted  to  visit  the  POWs  Friday 


morning.  The  visits,  along  with  the  list,  represented 
an  Israeli  precondition  for  participating  in  the  troop 
disengagement  talks  Kissinger  is  trying  to  get  started. 

There  is  no  immediate  word  on  what  concessions,  if 
any,  the  Israelis  had  made  to  Syria  in  return  for  the 
list.  Syrian  leaders  had  been  keeping  the  list  secret  as 
a  bargaining  tool  for  troop  disengagement 
negotiations. 

Arriving  at  Ben-Gurion  Airport,  Kissinger  told 
reporters  that  “we  will  say  whatever  is  appropriate” 
after  his  talks  with  Israeli  Premier  Golda  Mcir.  Mrs. 
Meir  scheduled  an  address  to  the  nation. 

In  Moscow,  Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei  A. 


Gromyko  left  for  Damascus.  Diplomatic  sources  said 
the  trip  followed  a  message  from  Soviet  leader  Leonid 
I.  Brezhnev  to  Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad. 

The  trip  was  thought  to  be  a  Soviet  effort  to  aid 
Kissinger’s  peace  efforts. 

Diplomatic  observers  in  Amman,  the  Jordanian 
capital,  said  they  believed  King  Hussein  may  soon 
abandon  his  efforts  to  regain  control  of  the 
Israeli-occupied  west  bank  of  the  Jordan  River. 

Hussein  is  thought  to  be  turning  toward  the  view 
that  a  fledgling  Palestinian  state  would  draw  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  Arab  refugees  who  would  in  any  case 
seek  close  ties  with  Jordan  because  of  harsh  economic 
realities.

The  ASBYU  Executive 
Council  voted  down  a  request 
to  use  student  body  funds  to 
pay  for  the  publication  of  a 
proposed  ASBYU  constitution 
in  Wednesday’s  Daily  Universe. 

The  council’s  4-3  vote  in  its 
regular  Wednesday  meeting 
left  the  payment  feir  the 
printing  up  to  the  proposal’s 
sponsors -Mark  Reynolds, 
student  body  president,  Rick 
Wilson,  executive  vice 
president,  Kirk  Rector,  vice 
president  of  Student 
Community  Services,  Tappe 
Rhomn,  and  Mack  Haddow. 

The  council  also  appointed 
two  special  members  of  the 
ASBYU  Budget  Committee  to 
participate  in  a  hearing  on  a 
charge  brought  by  Haddow 
against  the  Executive  Council. 

Joe  Cramer  and  David  Dilts, 
the  appointees,  will  sit  as 
members  of  the  Budget 
Committee  when  Haddow 
presents  what  he  says  is 
evidence  that  council  members 
received  concert  tickets 
illegally.  The  hearing  is 
scheduled  for  5:15  p.m.  today 
in  388  ELWC. 

Reynolds  announced  after 
the  council  meeting  that  a 
meeting  for  candidates  for 
student  body  offices  where  the 
proposed  constitution  will  be 
explained  has  been 
rescheduled  for  9  p.m.  tonight 
in  321  ELWC. 


The  council  then  discussed 
the  proposed  constitution. 

Waterman  said  that  with  an 
assembly  as  proposed  in  the 
new  constitution,  the  same 
diversity  of  ideas  would  not  be 
obtained  as  in  the  present 
system.  He  said  this  would  be 
the  case  because  the 
president’s  own  personal 
philosophy  would  be  reflected 
in  the  appointed  members. 

He  said  that  under  the 
present  system,  council 
members  are  somewhat 
“authorities”  on  their  own 
fields  and  that  they  haye  a 
loyalty  to  their  offices  that 
they  paid  money  to  run  for. 

Wilson  then  read  a 
refutation  to  these  objections 
and  brought  other  issues  into 
the  discussion.  Wilson  said  that 
the  vice  president  represent 
certain  needs  that  every 
student  has  and  not  the  needs 
of  specific  students. 

He  said  that  in  the  proposed 
constitution,  the  “Cabinet” 
(which  would  be  similar  to  the 
present  vice  presidents  “makes 
no  pretense  of  being 
representative  of  the  student 
body.”  But  the  Assembly, 
which  will  consist  of  26 
people,  would  be  a 
representative  body. 

He  pointed  out  that 
appointed  officers  perform 
with  as  much  commitment  and 
dedication  as  elected  officers. 
This  is  demonstrated  by 


appointed  office  staffs,  he 
said. 

He  also  said  that  the 
president  would  pick 
responsible  members  because 
he  would  be  answerable  to  the 
student  body  through 
legislative  inquiry. 

Rector,  another  author  of 
the  proposed  constitution 
pointed  out  reasons  why  the 
constitution  should  be 
adopted.  He  said  it  should  be 
adopted  because  of  the  UIA, 
which  would  stimulate  interest 
in  state  concerns  as  well  as 
campus  concerns,  and  because 
the  assembly  would  come 
from  the  colleges  which  would 
make  them  representative  of  a 
group. 

A  debate  occurred  between 
Randy  Smith,  administrative 
assistant  to  Reynolds,  and 
Mack  Haddow,  one  of  the 
authors  of  the  new 
constitution.  Smith  told  the 
council  of  what  he  said  were 
flaws  in  the  document  and 
Haddow  defended  it. 

Smith  was  opposed  to  the 
document  because  he  said  the 
Assembly  would  not  be  any 
more  representative  of  the 
students,  because  the 
Assembly  would  have  the 
power  of  impeachment, 
because  the  Assembly  would 
create  more  bulge  and  more 
people  wanting  special 
privileges,  and  because  of  his 
experience  with  an  assembly  at 
Utah  State  University. 


Merchant 
funds,  role 
discussed 


Funding  and  the  future  role 
of  the  Provo  Retail  Merchants 
Council  was  discussed 
Wednesday  morning  in  Provo 
City  Commission  Chambers. 

The  biggest  problem  facing 
Provo  merchants  is 
competition  from  the 
University  Mall  and  its 
organized  promotional  work, 
according  to  Jerry  Owens, 
member  of  the  Council  and 
owner  of  Union  Block. 

The  meeting  was  key-noted 
.by  Mayor  Russell  Grange  who 
said  that  Provo  is  the  retail 
center  of  Central  Utah  and 
that  there  is  no  reason  for  this 
to  change. 

Due  to  competition  from 
the  University  Mall,  Provo 
merchants  seem  to  be  more 
interested  in  the' actions  of  the 
Council,  Owens  commented. 

Financing  of  Council  action 
was  one  of  the  chief  problems 
taken  up.  Ted  Morgan, 
chairman  of  the  council  gave  a 
report  of  the  council’s 
financial  status  and  proposed 
action  for  further  funding  of 
the  council.  It  was  decided  by 
vote  of  the  members  to  assess 
themselves  two  cents  per 
square  foot  of  retail  store 
space. 

The  council  will  follow  a 
program  of  educating  the 
merchants  in  the  area  on  its 
purposes,  it  was  decided. 
Owens  explained  that  there  are 
to  be  block  captains  which  will 
have  the  responsibility  of 
informing  a  number  of  other 
merchants  of  the  council’s 
activities  and  also  help  in 
getting  members  to  contribute 
the  necessary  funds.

BYU’s  housing  office  has  no 
authority  over  the  setting  of 
off-campus  rental  rates  but  is 
interested  in  seeing  that  fair 
rates  are  established  for 
students,  Delyle  Barton,  BYU 
Housing  Office  director  said 
Wednesday. 

Barton  was  asked  to 
comment  on  the  action  of  the 
Utah  Attorney  General’s 
Office,  which  over  the 
weekend  served  a 
cease-and-desist  order  on 
officers  of  the  Utah  County 
Apartment  Association,  an 
organization  whose  members 
are  landlords  to  many  BYU 
students. 

Barton  also  said  he  sees  little 


value  in  the  establishment  of  a 
students’  tenant  association. 
The  organization  of  a  tenants’ 
association  was  proposed  early 
this  week  by  BYU 
Ombudsman  Matthew  Mack. 

Barton  said  he  was 
concerned  about  the  welfare 
of  all  BYU  students.  “Our 
program  is  geared  to  try  to 
assist  students  in  finding 
adequate  housing 
accommodations  and  in  the 
resolution  of  student-landlord 
rental  misunderstandings.” 

Barton  said  the  housing 
office  does  not  have 
jurisdiction  over  rental 
rate-setting  in  the  Provo 
community. 

“However,”  he  said,  “we  do 
try  to  encourage  all  landlords 
to  establish  fair  rental  rates. 


“We  had  a  situation  last 
November  where  a  landlord 
wanted  to  increase  his  rate  in 
m  i  d -semester.  When  the 
housing  office  became  aware 
of  the  problem,  we  were  able 
to  contact  the  landlord  and 
convinced  him  to  delay  his 
rental  increase  to  the 
beginning  of  the  winter 
semester.” 

Barton’s  reaction  to  the 
price-fixing  charges  was  of 
upholding  and  sustaining  the 
laws.  “If  there  is  any 
price-fixing,  and  we  aren’t  sure 
there  is,  then  it  should  be 
investigated.  I’m  definitely 
against  price-fixing  I’m  for 
free  competition,”  he  said. 

When  asked  if  the  BYU 
Housing  Office  supported  the 
Attorney  General’s  Office  in 


issuing  the  cease-and-desist 
order,  Barton  replied,  “The 
BYU  Housing  Office  believes 
in  upholding  and  sustaining 
the  law;  therefore,  if  the 
attorney  general’s  office  feels 
there  are  some  discrepancies  in 
the  consumer  protection  laws, 
we  would  concur  with  their 
investigation.” 

Barton  felt  the  Housing 
office  was  doing  all  it  possibly 
could,  at  the  present  time,  to 
assist  students  in  their 
association  with  the  landlords. 

Remarking  on  a  recent  Daily 
Universe  story  concerning  the 
formation  of  a  tenants 
association,  Barton  said,  “It  is 
our  experience  that  tenant 
associations  have  proven  to  be 
somewhat  ineffective  at  other 
universities.

“But,”  he  continued,  “the  sales 
volume  resulting  from  having  these 
comforts  is  so  much  greater  that  the 
higher  profits  realized  more  than 
compensate  for  the  extra  rent.”  He 
added  that  the  large  department  stores 
in  the  mall  own  their  own  buildings 
and  don’t  pay  any  rent. 

According  to  Larsen,  “12  mall  stores 
also  have  stores  in  downtown  Provo 
and  in  every  case  they  sell  merchandise 
for  exactly  the  same  prices. 
Fifty-seven  mall  stores  have  non-mall 
locations  across  the  country  and  they 
maintain  standardized  prices 
throughout  their  chains.” 

ZCMI  and  J.C.  Penny  managers  said 
their  stores  have  central  pricing'  so 
prices  are  the  same  everywhere 


whether  at  the  mall  or  downtown 
locations. 

Bob  Cann,  promotion  director  of 
the  University  Mall,  said  local  retailers 
don’t  understand  their  real 
competition  is  not  the  Mall,  Grand 
Central  or  K-Mart,  but  is  and  always 
has  been  Salt  Lake  City. 

“It  is  estimated  that  1971  sales  in 
downtown  Provo  were  $21  million 
while  Utah  County  residents  spent  $75 
million  in  Salt  Lake  City  that  same 
year,”  said  Cann. 

According  to  Cann,  the  Mall’s 
advertising  is  directed  towards  saving 
gallons  of  gasoline  and  hours  of 
traveling  time  by  shopping  at  the  mall 
instead  of  driving  all  the  way  to  Salt 
Lake. 

“This  type  of  advertising  has 


enabled  the  Mall  to  exceed  its  sales 
projections  for  1973,  and  all  without 
saying  anything  bad  or  untrue  about 
Salt  Lake  City  merchants,”  he  said. 

“University  Mall  would  like  to  go  on 
record  admonishing  all  Utah  County 
retailers  to  promote  the  many  positive 
advantages  of  shopping  in  their  stores 
and  to  stop  bickering  and  slandering 
their  neighbors. 

“By  doing  this  Utah  County  retailers 
stand  a  great  chance  of  recapturing  the 
millions  of  dollars  that  have 
traditionally  been  spent  in  Salt  Lake, 
while  building  a  comfortable  shopping 
environment  for  the  beautiful  and 
growing  local  communities  of  Utah 
County  that  we  all  serve,”  Cann 
concluded.

L.  Sid  Shreeve,  coordinator  for 
Spanish-speaking  American 
Studies  at  BYU. 

The  public  is  invited  to  the 
symposium. 

Utah  Gov.  Calvin  Rampton 
will  speak.  Other  special  guest 
speakers  arc  Dr.  Tomas  Rivera, 
award-winning  author  of 
Chicano  literature  from  the 
University  of  Texas,  and  Dr.

iYU  students,  Teri  Lynn  Bandley  and  Randy  Waite 
nat  Social  dancing,  although  an  enjoyable  experience, 
sractice. 
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The  cheek-to-cheek  dancing 
of  by-gone  college  eras  seems 
to  be  making  a  comeback  on 
college  campuses,  including 
BYU. 

At  MIT,  University  of 
Illinois,  Yale  and  even 
Berkeley,  ballroom  dance 
classes  continue  to  grow,  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  reports. 

At  BYU,  however,  social 
dance  has  never  gone  out  of 
style.  There  is  increasing 
competition  to  participate  on 
the  ballroom  Dance  Team  and 
dance  classes  and  labs  are 
frequented  more  and  more  by 
visitors  and  auditing  students. 

This  semester,  BYU 
sponsored  24  social  dance 
classes.  Including  the  dance 
teams,  well  over  2,000 
students  were  involved.  This 
number  far  exceeds  the 
University  of  Illinois’  12 
sections  accommodating  some 
480  students  and  Berkeley’s 
two  sections  of  120  students 
which  the  Wall  Street  Journal 
records. 

Nevertheless,  sentiments 
seem  to  be  the  same  among 
social  dance  lovers  on  many 
campuses. 

“Dancing  slow  to  rock  music 
is  so  boring-You  just  hold 
your  partner  close  and  rock 
back  and  forth,”  said  Jeff 
Alexander,  a  senior  at  MIT. 
‘‘But  this  dancing  has 
structure,  and  a  pattern  to  it.  I 
could  do  it  all  the  time.” 

These  feelings  are  mirrored 
by  Bob  Child,  a  BYU  student 
from  Bountiful. 

“I  think  everyone  is  kind  of 


getting  tired  of  moving  around 
in  one  spot,”  he  said.  Of  his 
advanced  social  dance  class  he 
added,  “It’s  a  great  class.” 

Students  across  the  nation 
seem  to  share  such  feelings 
about  their  favorite  social 
dance. 
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“In  waltzing,  you  can  really 
get  into  floating,  especially 
when  you’re  high,”  said  a 
University  of  Illinois  senior, 
Ken  Kravitz. 

“My  favorite  is  the  waltz,” 
echoed  Hans  Noot,  a  BYU 
student  from  Holland,  making 
a  floating  motion  of  his  arms. 

A  common  problem  among 
students  is  where  to  go 
ballroom  dancing  back  home 
once  they  have  learned  how  to 
do  it. 


“Clubs  around  here  don’t 
play  the  music,”  complained 
Alexander.  “I’ve  tried  to  do 
the  lindy  to  rock  music,  but 
it’s  forced.” 

Dawn  Morris,  a  BYU  student 
from  Washington  D.C.,  had  a 
similar  complaint.  She  was  a 
dance  instructor  at  home  for  a 
time.  There  she  found  social 
dance  popular  “only  in  the 
Church.” 

“Social  dance  is  not  popular 
in  Holland,”  Hans  Noot  said 
and  added,  “They  like  the  wild 
dances.” 


“The  comparison  cannot  be 
drawn  too  far  before  BYU 
stands  out  as  different  from 
other  colleges,  as  in  many 
other  social  areas.  Liberated 
women  at  many  campuses  had 
no  qualms  about  leading  their 
partners  who  claim  they  do 
not  mind  being  led,  at  least  for 
a  while  the  Wall  Street  Journal 
said.  BYU  men  and  women 
follow  more  strictly  the  more 
classical  pattern. 


Most  BYU  students  still  see 
dancing  as  a  great  way  to  get 
to  know  the  opposite  sex  and 
just  to  socialize  in  general. 

“That’s  one  of  our  tests  to 
know  who  the  other  kids  in 
the  class  are,”  said  Steve 
Keysor,  a  BYU  freshman  from 
Los  Angeles. 


“Half  of  my  branch  and  my 
friends  are  in  this  class,”  said 
Shannon  Savage  from 
American  Fork,  pointing  to 
the  class  in  progress.  Although 
not  a  member  of  the  class,  she 
attends  just  to  have  fun.” 

She  added,  “That’s  another 
thing  about  social  dance 
classes  -  you  can  come  to 
visit.”

Special  Courses  and 
Conferences  will  offer  a 
seven-week  class  for  one-half 
credit,  designed  to  teach 
fundamentals  and  safety 
principles  of  SCUBA  diving. 

SCUBA  stands  for  Self 
Contained  Underwater 
Breathing  Apparatus. 

The  class  will  begin  March  2, 
and  students  may  register  at 
242  HRCB. 

Larry  Brown,  SCUBA 
coordinator  and 
superintendent  in  the 
Department  of  Physical 
.Education,  will  teach  the  class. 
He  and  Ned  Ludlow,  also  of 
the  P.E.  Department  teach 
four  university  classes  in  diving 
each  semester. 

“Too  many  people  have  seen 
shark  stories  on  TV  and  would 
like  to  dive  but  are  afraid  of 
being  like  a  worm  on  a  hook. 
They’re  scared  of  monsters  of 
the  sea,”  Brown  said.  “Most  of 
those  stories  are  untrue.  Most 
attacks  are  provoked.” 

Brown  developed  his  interest 
in  diving  when  he  was  1  2  years 
old  in  Perry,  Fla.  “We  had  lots 
of  springs  and  I  used  to  grab  a 
rock  used  for  a  highway 
marker,  drop  30  feet  to  the 
bottom  of  the  spring  and  walk 
across  it  using  the  rock  for  a 
weight,”  he  said. 

After  attending  BYU  for  one 
year,  he  entered  the  Navy  for 


four  years.  While  in  Vietnam 
and  other  areas  of  Southeast 
Asia  he  was  a  diver  for  a  patrol 
craft.  His  assignment  was  to 
dive  beneath  small  boats  to  see 
if  they  were  transporting 
weapons  attached  to  the 
bottom  of  them. 


Brown  has  dived  in  Vietnam, 
the  Philippines,  Hawaii,  along 
the  California  and  Atlantic 
coasts,  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
and  in  Texas,  Alabama,  Utah 
and  Florida. 


His  favorite  diving  is  cave 
diving.  “It  opens  a  new  world. 
There’s  nothing  like  knowing 
you’re  the  first  one  in  the  cave 
for  thousands  of  years.  You 
find  old  bones  and  artifacts,” 
he  said. 


The  National  Association  of 
Underwater  Instructors 
(NAU1)  and  Professional 
Association  of  Diving 
Instructors  (PADI)  have 
certified  Brown  as  a 
professional  instructor.  In  his 
capacity  as  a  teacher  he 
instructs  the  students  in  the 
physics  and  physiology  of 
diving,  rescue  techniques, 
dangerous  marine  life,  the 
fundamentals  and  safety 
procedures  of  using  SCUBA, 
some  oceanography  and  the 
use  of  U.S.  Navy  dive  tables. 

“I  am  very  impressed  by  our 
program  at  BYU.  We  have  new 
wet  suits  and  good  equipment 
which  is  being  constantly 
updated,”  he  said. 


Dr.  Weldon  J.  Taylor,  Dean 
of  the  BYU  College  of 
Business  since  1957  will  retire 
Friday.

Senator  Bennett  introduces 
social  services  reform  bill

With  heavy  demands  from 
lumber  yards,  the  Douglas  fir 
tree,  the  world’s  most  valuable 
timber  tree,  plagued  by 
tussock  moths  and  forest  fires, 
may  have  suffered  more 
damage  in  1973  than  ever 
before. 


A  bill  to  coordinate  some 
200  Social  Service  programs 
administered  by  the 
Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  was 
introduced  into  the  U.S. 
Senate  this  week  by  Senator 
Wallace  F.  Bennett,  R-Utah. 

The  bill  was  designed  to 
assist  state  and  local 
governments  in  achieving  a 
correlation  and  integrate  a 
system  for  the  delivery  of 
broad-ranged  goals  of  federally 
financed  Social  Service 
programs. 

Senator  Bennett  is  the 
ranking  republican  on  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee, 
which  has  jurisdiction  over  of 
HEW. 

Under  the  bill,  recipients  of 
federal  assistance  for 
vocational  education,  health 
care,,  housing,  child  care, 
family  services,  drug  abuse, 
etc.,  would  have  to  deal  with 
only  one  agency  instead  of 
several  different  offices. 


“It  can  be  accurately  stated 
that  their  is  a  federal  program 
to  deal  with  virtually  every 
social  program  in  this  nation,” 
the  senator  pointed  out  in  a 
recent  release. 

Bennett  noted  the  rising 
demand  for  Social  Service 
programs  points  out  that  there 
is  much  yet  to"  be  done  to 
assist  underprivileged 
Americans.

He  pointed  out  that  more 
than  80  per  cent  of  those 
needing  the  Social  Service 
programs  require  more  than 
one  service.

Dr.  Neal  Frischknecht,  range 
scientist  and  director’s 
representative  for  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service,  said  copies 
have  been  sent  to  the  Ogden 
and  Denver  Forest  Service 
offices  for  review  and  will 
ultimately  be  sent  to  the 
Division  of  Budget  and 
Finance  in  Washington,  D.C. 

“It  is  more  or  less  a 
formality  to  comply  with  the 
government  requirement  that 
an  assessment  be  made  for  all 
buildings  costing  over 
$300,000,”  Dr.  Frischknecht 
explained. 

The  Shrub  Laboratory,  for 
which  Congress  recently 
appropriated  $760,000,  will  be 
built  on  a  plot  on  500  East 
and  700  North  leased  to  the 
Forest  Service  by  BYU. 

A  description  of  the  project, 
its  environmental  and 
economic  effects  on  the 
community  and  the  future, 
productivity  of  the  lab  were 
included  in  the  assessment, 
compiled  on  Feb.  20  by  Dr. 
Frischknecht. 

He  indicated  that  lie  had

“The  social  system  will 
always  fall  short  of  what  it 
could  be  if  each  individual 
isn’t  contributing  at  their  level 
of  potential,”  she  said. 

The  need  for  individual 
contributions  and  high  goals  is 
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very  great  in  a  democracy 
where  citizens  are  not  forced 
to  work  for  the  common  good. 
High  goals  can  only  be 
attained  through  facing  and 
overcoming  obstacles.  “We’re 
not  going  to  grow  much  if 
there  aren’t  any  barriers,  and 
we  can  reach  everything,”  she 
said. 

Speaking  of  her  experiences 
as  an  educator,  Dr.  Brasher 
said,  “I  feel  that  it’s  an  affront 
to  human  dignity  to  allow 
students  to  wander  like  a 
nomad  through  college 
without  exertion,  without 
growth  and  without  goals.  1 
think  that  educators  have  a 
responsibility  to  not  only 
esteem  excellence,  but  to 
demand  it.” 

Dr.  Brasher  said  she  expects 
her  students  to  make  the 
contributions  they  are  capable 
of  making,  both  to  themselves 
and  to  others. 

People  who  push  for 
perfection  need  not  apologize 
for  their  actions  and  attitudes, 
because  perfection  is  a 
commandment  from  God. 
Describing  perfection  as  the 
ultimate  in  excellence.  Dr. 
Brasher  cautioned,  “We’re  not 
going  to  attain  the  perfection 
we’ve  been  commanded  to 
attain  by  being  willing  to 
wander  through  life  doing 
things  in  second  best 
fashion -doing  things  in  a  way 
that  doesn’t  stretch  us  to 
grow.” 

Neither  will  perfection  be 
attained  in  all  things  during 
this  life,  “but  we  need  to  be 
working  at  it.”  She  warned 
against  becoming  discouraged 
and  stagnant  in  the  quest  for 
excellence  by  saying,  “Too 
often  we  decide  we  have 
arrived,  begin  to  get  brown 
and  go  to  seed.  When  we  reach 
that  stage,  whether  it’s  20  or 
80,  we’re  not  growing 
anymore.”

A  professor  of  theology  and 
education  who  has  been 
studying  Earth  Resources 
Technology  Satellite  photos 
said  some  of  the  pictures 
support  evidence  that  the 
remains  of  Noah’s  Ark  may  be 
found  on  Mt.  Ararat, 
according  to  a  speech  given  in 
Salt  Lake  City  by  Sen.  Frank 
E.  Moss. 

Moss,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Aeronautical  and  Space 
Sciences  Committee,  told 
members  of  the  Utah  Section 
of  the  Ajnerican  Congress  on 
Surveying  and  Mapping  that 
Dr.  John  Montgomery  is 
asking  permission  to  lead  an 
expedition  to  the  site  of  a  . 
formation  found  in  recent 
photos.  Montgomery  has  led 
an  expedition  to  Mount  Ararat 
already. 

Said  Moss,  ‘‘Ararat’s 
photographs  taken  from  450 
miles  above  the  earth  show  a 
formation  at  a  lower,  end  of 
the  satellite’s  resolution 


capability  which  appears  to  be 
foreign  to  other  materials 
found  on  the  mountain.” 

Moss  continued,  “It’s  about 
the  right  size  and  shape  to  be 
the  Ark.”  He  said  the 
formation  is  “at  about  14,000 
feet  in  the  northeast  quadrant 
of  the  mountain  in  a  canyon 
filled  with  ice.  It  is  consistent 
with  the  other  sightings 
mentioned  earlier.” 

“Obviously  the  significance 
of  this  finding,  if  it  can  be 
verified,  can  hardly  be 
overemphasized,”  stated  Moss. 

Montgomery  is  the  holder  of 
seven  degrees,  including  a 
Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Chicago.  He  is  the  author  of 
14  books  and  teaches  half  a 
year  at  Trinity  Divinity  School 
in  Deerfield,  111.  The  other  half 
of  the  year  he  is  the  director 
of  Trinity’s  European  Program 
at  the  Faculte  de  Theologie 
Protestante  de  1’  Universite  de 
Strasbourg  in  France.

A  calendar  of 
campus  activities,  films  in  the 
Varsity  Theater  about 
governmental  functions,  and 
improving  relations  between 
student  government  and  club 
organizations  are  planned.  They 
want  to  correlate  stakes  with 
ASBYU  activities,  create  total 
unity  through  total  involvement 
and  bring  a  total  dimension  to  the 
lost  spirit  of  the  “Y.”  They 
propose  completing  the  ELWC 
information  center  and  installing  a 
computer  activity  marquee 
showing  all  activities  on  campus. 


Gregg  Alvord  and  David 
Harrington  propose  stopping 
preferred  seating  for  ASBYU 
officers  and  their  friends, 
expanding  legal  and  advice  services, 
weekly'  visits  to  apartments,  and 
communicating  student  feelings  to 
the  administration.  They  promise 
to  not  become  mentally  or  socially 
detached  from  the  student  body, 
carefully  consider  reorganization  of 
student  government  to  eliminate 
unproductive  functions  or 
assuming  church  responsibilities, 
and  bring  a  new  attitude  to 
ASBYU  offices. 

Alvord  was  his  high  school  vice 
president,  is  a  four-year  BYU 
scholarship  holder  and  a  member 
of  the  Honors  Program.

Bob  Biberstph  and  Dave  Gardner 
want  student  government  to  serve 
the  students— not  the  officers. 
Their  platform  is  (1)  Elimination 
of  all  complimentary  and  preferred 
tickets  for  student  officers  to 
ASBYU  activities;  (2)  Endorsement 
of  change  in  the  present  form  of 
government  to  embody  the 
concept  of  “separation  of  powers” 
and  “direct  representation”  from 
individual  polleges  as  outlined  in 
the  proposed  constitutional 
revision;  (3)  Establish  a 
Church/ASBYU  correlation  council 
to  plan  and  coordinate  all  campus 
and  stake  social  activities,  (4)  Form 
a  student  centennial  commission  to 
facilitate  student  participation  in 
BYU’s  centennial  celebration.

prior  to  registration;  (3)  Access  to 
Grievance  Council  providing  a  fair 
hearing  to  problems  involving 
student-teacher  relations.  They  say, 
“Let  us  serve  you.  When  you  need 
us,  we’ll  be  there.”  ,  , 


Haines  and  Englehardt  believe 
the  key  to  success  lies  in  elected 
representatives  from  branches  and 
stakes,  thereby  encouraging 
maximum  participation  and 
eliminating  social  advantage  and 
discrimination. 

The  propose  expanding  the 
Executive  Council  to  26  elected 
representatives  from  stakes  to 
include  married,  international, 
graduate  and  non-member 
students.  They  want  a  Campus 
Activity  Board.  The  activity  card 
would  serve  as  a  ticket  in  athletic 
functions  on  first  come  first  serve 
basis.  They  want  improved  concert 
ticket  distribution  and  finance 
placed  under  the  executive  vice 
president  with  publication  of 
student  fund  proposals  required 
prior  to  council  approval.

thermonuclear  fusion  energy. 

Dr.  John  Hale  Gardner  and 
Dr.  Robert  W.  Bass,  members 
of  the  BYU  Department  of 
Physics  and  Astronomy,  spoke 
about  the  “Topolotron.”  They 
explained  that  the  theory  of 
the  Topolotron  may  hold  the 
answer  to  usuable 
thermonuclear  fusion  power. 

Thermonuclear  fusion  is  the 
form  of  energy  that  powers 
the  stars,  explained  Dr. 
Gardner.  He  said  that  heavy 
hydrogen  (deuterium)  under 
great  heat  fuses  into  helilim.  The 
process  also  creates  a 
tremendous  amount  of  energy. 
It  is  also  pollution-free  energy 
since  the  only  by-product  is 
helium. 

Dr.  Gardner  said  that  the 
problem  with  thermonuclear 
fusion  is  that  it  takes  place  at 
about  3  00  million  degrees 
Fahrenheit  and  no  container 
can  withstand  such 
temperature.  He  also  said  that 
scientists  have  worked  for 
about  20  years  on  devices 
which  would  magnetically 
confine  the  reaction  so  that 
hot  gasses  will  not  physically 
touch  their  containers. 

Previous  containers  have 
only  kept  their  contents  for 
less  than  a  fraction  of  a 
millionth  of  a  second.  Dr. 
Gardner  explained  that  this 
length  of  time  has  not  been 
enough  to  yield  useable  energy. 

Dr.  Bass  said  that  through 
the  use  of  computers  and 
mathematical  topology  a 
theoretically  usable  model  has 
been  designed  at  BYU.

on  top  spot 


UCLA  has  two  teams  in 
front  of  it  in  The  Associated 
Press  major  college  basketball 
poll,  but  the  Bruins  are 
looking  backward  at  No.  10. 

No.  10  in  the  poll 
announced  Tuesday  was 
Southern  California,  the  team 
which  could  keep  UCLA  out 
of  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association 
Tournament. 

The  Bruins,  who  have  won 
the  tournament  seven  straight 
times,  are  tied  with  Southern 
Cal  for  first  place  in  the 
Pacific-8.  Their  game  March  9 
figures  to  decide  the 
conference  championship  and 
the  Pac-8  representative  in  the 
NCAA  tournament. 

UCLA  won  the  first  meeting 
between  the  two  teams  at 
Pauley  Pavillion,  but  Southern 
Cal  has  won  six  consecutive 
games  since  then  and  will  be 
playing  the  rematch  on  its 
home  court. 

North  Carolina  State 
continued  to  lead  the 
nationwide  poll  of  sports 
writers  and  sportscasters  with 
29  first-place  ballots  and  912 
points.  UCLA  got  four  votes 
for  the  top  spot  and  774 
points.

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BYU  department  offers 

rural  teacher  training 


BYU  secondary  and 
elementary  education  students 
are  participating  in  a  new 
program  according  to  Dr.  Ivan 
Muse  of  the  BYU  Education 
Department. 

The  program  is  known  as  the 
Rural  Te.acher  Training 
Program.  Under  the  program 
students  spend  a  semester 
teaching  school  in  a  rural 
school  district  to  further  their 
education. 

This  program  is  a  joint  effort 
of  the  BYU  College  of 
Education,  the  rural  school 
districts  of  northeastern  Utah 
and  the  Utah  State  Education 
Agency.  The  project  is  funded 
by  a  $90,000  grant  from  the 
Utah  State  Education  Agency. 

The  program  is  designed  to 
improve  teacher  skills  in  the 
area  of  rural  education.  Under 
this  program  students  are  sent 
to  either  Vernal,  Roosevelt  of 
Duchesne,  Utah.  This  is  not 
just  a  teacher  training  program 
but  an  opportunity  to  earn  a 
semesters  credit  in  either 
elementary  or  secondary 
education. 

This  program  is  unique 
throughout  the  country  as  the 
only  program  of  this  type.  The 
program  had  25  students  last 
semester,  and  this  semester 
there  are  35  students  enrolled. 

Dr.  Muse  stressed  the 
importance  of  this  program. 
“This  would  be  a  very  valuable 
experience  for  students 
planning  to  teach.  They  will

have  a  practical  experience 
teaching  in  a  rural  setting,  and 
there  are  more  jobs  in  rural 
schools.  There  are  more  rural 
school  districts  by  about  two 
to  one.”  Dr.  Muse  also  pointed 
out  that  the  student  works 
with  minority  children  and  has 
this  advantage  over  students 


who  train  in  city  schools  here. 

Students  interested  should 
contact  Dr.  Ivan  Muse  in  room 
114  of  the  McKay  Building. 
Applications  will  be  taken 
from  March  1  through  15.

Three  BYU  faculty  members 
have  received  a  grant  for 
$30,850  to  study  the  visual 
impact  of  power  lines  on  the 
environment. 

J.  Lynn  England  of  the 
Sociology  Department  and 
Richard  Jackson  and  Lloyd 
Hudman  of  the  Geography 
Department,  all  assistant 
professors  are  directing  the  use 
of  the  Grant  received  from  the 
Federal  Power  Commission. 

The  grant  will  involve  the 
study  of  the  aesthetic  impact 
of  power  lines  in  terms  of  their 
construction,  structure  and  the 
materials  used  to  build  them. 

Graduate  students  will 
primarily  work  on  the  study 
and  the  grant  will  be  used  to 
support  their  work. 

Eventually  a  computer 
model  will  be  produced  which 
will  be  used  to  measure  the 
effect  of  different  power  line 
structures. 

Jackson  pointed  out  that 
currently  they  are  working  on 
developing  a  critera  for 
sampling  people’s  perception 
of  power  lines. 


ISSUE:  Will  the  university  pay  the  medical  expenses,  Health 
Center  or  hospital,  due  to  injury  incurred  by  part  or  full-time 
campus  employes? 

ANSWER:  BYU  employes,  whether  working  part  or  full-time, 
are  covered  under  the  State  of  Utah  Workmen’s  Compensation 
Act  with  respect  to  work-connected  injuries.  The  payment  of 
medical  costs  resulting  from  on-the-job  injuries,  as  specified  by 
law,  are  paid  by  the  employer.  However,  all  employes  must 
report  their  injuries  to  the  Health  Center,  and,  if  specialized 
cares  is  needed,  there  will  be  a  referral.  The  University  is  not 
liable  for  bills  incurred  by  an  employe  going  directly  to  his  own 
private  doctor  without  a  referral  from  a  Health  Center 
physician. 

ISSUE:  Is  there  also  compensation  for  lost  work  time  due  to 
such  an  accident? 

ANSWER:  A  university  employe  who  is  injured  in  the  course  of 
his  employment  and  as  a  result  of  that  employment,  will  receive 
compensation  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  of  Utah 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Act.  It  must  be  emphasized  that  all 
compensable  time  off  from  work  must  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  physician.  An  employe  cannot  lay  off  work  on  his  own  and 
expect  to  be  compensated. 

ISSUE:  I  parked  my  car  near  a  local  restaurant  parking  lot  last 
night  and  they  towed  it  away  this  morning.  They  are  charging 
25  dollars  towing  fee.  It  seems  unreasonable  because  the 
company  that  towed  it  away  only  charges  10  dollars.  Do  I  have 
to  pay  25  dollars? 

ANSWER:  Although  signs  posted  on  the  parking  lot  say  a  25 
dollar  fine  will  be  levied  for  illegal  parking,  you  are  only 
responsible  for  towing  fee,  which  in  this  case  was  ten  dollars.

can  with  the  land  they  own,” 
Jorgenson  said.  There  are 
between  1,000  and  1,200 
cooperators  in  Utah  County, 
he  said. 

The  SCD  is  charged  with 
conservation  of  the  soil  and 
water.  Information  concerning 
the  soil  in  various  areas, 
engineering  techniques  and 
related  matters,  is  provided  to 
the  SCD’s  by  the  SCS, 
Jorgenson  said. 

Soil  conservation 

Some  techniques  of  soil 
conservation  in  Utah  County 
include  vegetative 
establishment,  leveling  of  crop 
land  and  beneficial  water  use. 

Jorgenson  said  planting 
different  types  of  grasses  on 
the  slopes  prevents  water 
erosion.  These  grasses  can 
often  be  used  for  grazing  and 
hay. 


said  farmers  are  advised  of 
what  crops  are  best  adapted  to 
the  particular  soil  and  the 
season. 


Because  of  the  increased 
demand  and  high  prices 
offered  for  grains,  more  land 
in  Utah  County  will  be 
cultivated  for  grain  crops  this 
year,  according  to  Doug 
Simkins. 

Simkins  is  the  county 
executive  director  of  the 
Agriculture  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  Service  (ASCS). 
He  explained  that  farmers  can 
get  at  least  $4-5  per  bushel  for 
wheat  on  the  market. 

He  said  contracts  with  the 
federal  government  and  the 
farmer  which  paid  them  to 
plant  grasses  not  for  harvest, 
to  prohibit  over-production  of 
grains,  expired  several  years 
ago.  Many  farmers  found  it 
more  profitable  to  continue  to 
use  the  land  for  grazing  after 
the  expirations  date. 

No  restrictions 

Now  there  aren’t  any 
restrictions  on  what  or  how 
much  a  farmer  can  produce  on 
his  land,  Simkins  said.  He  said 
restrictions  would  only  be 
re-instated  if  so  much  of  a 
surplus  was  created  that  the 
U.S.  coudn’t  export  the 
excess. 

According  to  a  recent 
article,  2,200  acres  of  land  in 
Utah  County  will  be  back  into 
production.  The  land  has 
either  been  idle  or  used  for 
grazing. 

Simkins  said  the  major  types 
of  grain  to  be  planted  will  be 
corn,  wheat  and  barley.  Gerald 
Jorgenson,  district 
conservationist  of  the  Soil 
Conservation  Service  (SCS),
